- Ina recent letter to Town Manager Michael Caira, Sandra 
_ Brock of Nitsch Engineering, the engineers of the new high 
' school project, said the project exceeds the requirements of 
the Wetlands Protection Act and that the Town worked with 
the community to address concerns appropriately. 

“In Nitsch Engineering’s opinion, based on having permit- 
_ted many projects in the Commonwealth, the Town has con- 
_sistently responded to the concerns of the Conservation 
Commission and the community in providing an appropriate 
design of the new High School while protecting and even 
enhancing the protection of the wetland resource areas on 
the site,” she wrote. 

After reading the letter aloud, Newhouse said Nitsch 
' Engineering and Town Counsel suggested that the select- 
-men consult them to make sure nothing is said that could 
hinder the appeal process. 

Many of the selectmen were taken aback by the news of the 


“I was quite surprised to hear of the appeal,” Selectwoman 
Judith O’Connell said. “I feel that, in my opinion, there was 
a positive exchange from both groups [at the last 
Conservation Commission meeting]. I was rather surprised 
to receive the information.” 

“I recognize we want to let this process play out, but my 
understanding was the Town.worked diligently hand-in-hand 
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Mikey’s mother Cindy Murphy said a 
recent meeting slated the groundbreaking 
of the project for October, 2012. 

“We [Mr. and Mrs. Murphy] determined 
that information after he [Mr. Murphy] 
talked to Maureen on the phone and she told 
him that ground breaking wouldn't begin 
until October, which brings the three month 
project to December or January, maybe 
longer since we're not guaranteed to have a 
mild winter like we did last year,” Murphy 
said. 

Hickey said that while the construction 
process for state owned and funded projects 
is lengthy, the WHA and other groups agree 
that the schedule of the project is of high 
importance. : 

“The professionals involved are all com- 
mitted to move this process forward as 
quickly as possible,” she said.

erty, let alone an entire livelihood, away from someone who 
has never committed any criminal wrong-doing is funda- 
mentally wrong and un-American. 

You find it “offensive” that Mr. Will accuses federal offi- 
cials of, in your words, “troll[ing] public records for prop- 
erty” to seize.

No.Woburn/Wilmington line 
Drastic changes 
shown in project 


To the Editor, 

I would like to take this 
opportunity to thank the 
many residents that took 
time out of their busy 
schedules to attend the 
Board of Appeals 40B 
Ledges at Woburn hearing 
on May 23, 2012. 

This was the third in a 
series of hearings seeking 
approval for the 168 apart- 
ment project on Main 
Street, Route 38 on the 
North Woburn/Wilmington 
line. 

The May 23rd. hearing 
focused on a new study that 
the petitioner presented 
that drastically changed the 
original estimate of export- 
ed materials stated by the 
petitioner of 120,000 cubic 
yards to 418,281 cubic yards 
of ledge, topsoil, subsoil and 
till. Also as stated by the 
petitioner at the August 2, 
2011 Planning Board meet- 
ing 20-30 truck trips a day 
leaving the site will now 
increase to 60 truck trips a 
day per their recent report. 
This will now increase from 
7,000 to16,000 trips as stated 
on the petitioners report. 
This part of the project is 
expected to take over a 
year. 

I addressed the Board for 
their consideration of 
approval of additional con- 
cerns to be added including 
a finish date to be listed on 
the Blasting Permit. If the 
Board of Appeals approves 
the conditions, and there is 
no finish date on the permit 
the blasting could go on in 
perpetuity. 

David Fionda from 
Burlington along with his 
brother Mike made an 
excellent power point pres- 
entation and had the atten- 
tion of all those in atten- 
dance. One of the key points 
of the presentation was that 
the 16,000 truck trips could 
increase to 33,000 truck 


trips due to the possible 
weight restrictions on 
Route 38. 

Suzanne Sullivan, a for- 
mer Selectman from the 
town of Wilmington repre- 
sented State Representative 
Jim Miceli from 
Wilmington and spoke on 
his behalf regarding issues 
of blasting and the impact 
of cracks in the bedrock 
that could possibly affect 
their water supply. 

Thanks to Alderman 
Gately for his involvement 
and continued support as 
well as Alderman Ditucci of 
Ward 1 and former Mayor 
McLaughlin who also came 
in support of the residents 
of North Woburn. This 
meeting was recorded and 
will be shown on local cable 
within the next few days.

WILMINGTON - 
“Everyone had to drive to 
the station in those days, 
and there was usually quite 
a collection of equine pul- 
chritude at train time,” 
wrote Paul Emmons. He was 
describing North 
Wilmington in the late 1800s, 
and driving meant taking a 
carriage down to meet the 
train. 

The most handsome rig at 
the depot was a_high- 
wheeled tandem, with a jet- 
black horse at the wheel and 
a striking dapple gray as the 


leader. Even more striking | 


was the smartly attired 
brunette in the carriage, 
Mrs. Annie Pedrieux. She 
was there to greet Eben D. 
Jordan, who owned a farm 
on Andover Street. 

That handsome Victorian 
house later became known 
as Knollwood Farm, and 
was run as a dairy farm for 
many years by Tom and

Maynard "Red" Eaton made 
“his final delivery to Winston's Coffee Shop on Nov. 2, 1982. 


Mary Daly. Later it was 
inherited by Maynard “Red” 
Eaton, who carried on 
Daly’s milk route, although 
the dairy herd had long been 
sold off. Eaton and his 
mother ran a_ boarding 
house there for several 
years, jokingly referred to 
as the Knollwood Hilton. 
Red Eaton died a couple of 
years ago, and the house has 
been demolished. 

That house was represen- 
tative of the lifestyle in 
North Wilmington in the 
Gay Nineties. Some of the 
finer homes in the area were 
built in that era, and people 
living there had a high life 
style. The town still had 
many farms, and some men 
were cattle drovers or butch- 
ers. There were also some 
boarding houses for city folk 
wanting to spend the sum- 
mer in the country. 

There were no paved 
roads, no automobiles, few 
houses and no. subdivisions. 
The only industry in North 
Wilmington was the tannery. 
There were two ways to get 
to Andover Street from the 
depot: High Street or Salem 
Street. 

Eben Jordan was the 
founder of Jordan Marsh Co. 
in Boston, which was the 
first dry-goods store to 
departmentalize. At the 
time, it was the nation’s 
largest store. 

Jordan was born in Maine 
in 1822, and at 14, he went to 
Boston with about three dol- 
lars in his pocket. He 
worked at a farm in 
Roxbury, tending cows, for 
four dollars a month.

farm, he took a job at a dry- 
goods store in the North 
End, sweeping the floors 
and delivering packages.

would pay their salaries 
while absent, and keep their 
places until they returned. 

The company also survived 
the Boston fire of 1872. 
Jordan contributed $10,0000 
for relief, especially of 
injured firemen. 

By the 1890s, he was quite 
wealthy. He had extensive 
property, some 2300 acres in 
Chilmark, on Martha’s 
Vineyard, which was his 
family vacation home. And 
he also had the Victorian 
house on Andover Street. 
There is no specific account 


of what occurred there, but 
he would come to North 
Wilmington by train and 
would be met by Mrs. 
Pedrieux. 

Eben Jordan died in 1895, 
and his son, Eben, Jr, car- 
ried on his place in the busi- 
ness. The Jordan Marsh 
name was familiar to New 
Englanders for another cen- 
tury, in Boston and later in 
suburban shopping malls. 
The Boston store is gone, 
and the other stores now 
bear the name of Macy’s. °

tects, engineers, DHCD and 
WHA staff are all working 
together to see that the 
process runs as smoothly as 
possible.” 

While the schedule of the 
project is of high importance 
to many involved, the 
process has been extremely 
slow.

“The partnership between 
the church and Farmer Dave 
began with a search for fresh, 
local and sustainably grown 
food,” said Reverend Janet 


Smith-Rushton, Pastor at the 
Old South Church. “My move 
to a new community not only 
meant a new job and getting 
acquainted with new people, it 
also meant finding fresh, 
healthy food sources. In previ- 
ous communities I learned 
where to find those healthy 
food sources that supported 
local growers and cared for 
the earth. 

“I was part of a nine 
farmer CSA that was just 
beginning in New Hampshire. 
Suddenly, food had a face on 
it. The farmers, with names 
like Larry, Bob and Elizabeth, 
gave us tips on how to cook

farms and shared new 
recipes.

Consumers and farmers 
work together on behalf of the 
Earth and each other.

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“MEN IN BLACK 3” STARS Will Smith who 
returns as agent J and Tommy Lee Jones as agent 
K. This is the third installment of the Men in 
Black series. The real question is: Did we really 
need a third Men in Black movie? Probably not. 


“MEN IN BLACK 3” NOT BAD, NOT GOOD | 


“MEN IN BLACK 3” 
GRADE: ** 


Was the movie-going 
public clamoring for a third 
installment of the Men in 
Black series? My guess is 
no. But Will Smith has 
decided to force-feed anoth- 
er serving upon us anyway, 
like a parent that thinks 
you don’t eat enough veg- 
etables. 

This film isn’t awful, but 
falls more into the category 
of unnecessary. 

In Men in Black 3, 
Agents J (Will Smith) and 
K (Tommy Lee Jones) are 
back...in time. J has seen 
some inexplicable things in 
his 15 years with the Men in 
Black, but nothing, not 
even aliens, perplexes him 
as much as his wry, reticent 
partner. 

But when K's life and the 
fate of the planet are put at 
stake, Agent J will have to 
travel back in time to put 
things right. J discovers 
that there are secrets to the 
universe that K never told 
him -- secrets that will 
reveal themselves as he 
teams up with the young 
Agent K (Josh Brolin) to 
save his. partner, the 
agency, and the future of 
humankind. 

The original ‘MIB’, 
released in 1997, was a ter- 
rifically fun sci-fi comedy, 
with Jones and Smith team- 
ing as agents of a secret 
organization that keeps 
Earth safe from bad aliens 
(and ensures the good ones 


stay safe, as well). The con- | 


firmation that your weird 
teachers were actually 
from another planet alone 
made it worth the price of 
admission. 

The 2002 sequel ... not as 
good. So 10 years later, was 


there a reason to make a 


third installment? It’s 
doubtful. 
The good news is that it's 


better than the second 
"Men in Black." The bad 
news is: not a whole lot bet- 
ter. There are a couple of 
clever ideas and a few 
funny moments, but it's hol- 
low at its core. 

When Smith’s character 
goes back in time, he runs 
into the best part of the film 
- Josh Brolin, playing a 
young Agent K. 

Brolin is near-perfection 
as a young Tommy Lee 
Jones. It's not just mimicry; 
his Agent K, while still 
stone-faced and withdrawn, 
is a little happier than the 
later model, and it intrigues 
J. What happened to you to 
change you, he asks several 
times? To which K replies, 
"I don't know. It hasn't hap- 
pened yet." 

Smith and Brolin have 
decent chemistry, and the 
final showdown between the 
agents and Boris clevelt 
incorporates the launch of 
Apollo 11. 

"Men in Black III" isn't 
bad, not as bad as it could 
have been, but it's not 
exactly good, either.

Rihanna as Petty Officer 
Raikes, Hopper's crewmate 
and a weapons specialist on 
the USS John Paul Jones; 
and Liam Neeson as Hopper 
and Stone's superior (and 
Sam's father), Admiral 
Shane. 

The film begins with an 
amusing episode up front 
involving the hero (Kitsch), 
the blonde (Brooklyn 
Decker) and a chicken bur- 
rito. 

Flash forward and the 
young hero is a Navy lieu- 
tenant involved with the 
blonde, whose father is an 
admiral (Neeson, very 
funny in the role). He’s still 
a goof-off, and he’s ready to 
be kicked out of the Navy, 
but just then aliens invade 
Earth, and his services are 
needed. 

As one scientist points 
out, in painfully bad movie 
dialogue,’ “We’re looking at 
an extinction-level event.” 

What the aliens didn’t 
count on was a group of 
young but talented Naval 
officers ready to fight back 
at any cost. 

It sounds like a dumb 
idea for a movie, and a not 
very original one at that. 
Surprisingly, though, Berg's 
film hits more than it miss- 
es. It's big. It's loud. And 
yes, it's dumb. But it also 
delivers the action. 

It's pure summertime 
spectacle, and one that 
moves along at a nice clip 
once Berg gets his story up 


and running.

GRADE: *** 


When _ director Tim 
Burton and actor Johnny 
Depp work together on a 
film, more often than not 
the results are worth watch- 
ing.

Burton/Depp collaboration 
is must-see movie-making 
at its best - and their latest, 


. “Dark Shaows,” falls into 


the latter category. 

"Shadows" isn't horrible, 
but it falls short of expecta- 
tions viewers have when 
they head to a movie from 
two of Hollywood’s top tal- 
ents. 

The film, based on a pop- 
ular TV show from the late 
1960s, resembles a comedy- 
horror hybrid - but lacks the 
real humor of a good come- 
dy and chills of an effective 
horror movie. In trying to 
walk the tightrope between 
two genres, "Shadows" 
stumbles into a murky mid- 
dle ground. 

Depp plays a vampire for 
the first time in his storied 
career - 18th-century blood- 
sucker Barnabas Collins. 
Barnabas acquires his fang- 
toothed curse after spurning 
lover Angelique Bouchard 
(Eva Green of "Casino 
Royale"), who turns out to 
be a very jealous witch. 

Angelique's spells cause 
Barnabas to stay buried for 
the better part of two cen- 
turies. The year is 1972 
when he finally rises from 
his coffin. 

The once-proud fishing 
town of Collinsport, Maine, 
that Barnabas' family 
established, is now essen- 
tially run by Angelique, 
whose witchery has made 
her all but immortal. And 


Barnabas' family home, 
Collinwood Manor, has 
grown decrepit. 


Those who reside in the 
mansion are all that's left of 
the Collins family: matri- 
arch Elizabeth (Michelle 
Pfeiffer); Elizabeth's broth- 
er, Roger (Jonny Lee 
Miller); teen malcontent 
Carolyn (Chloe Grace 
Moretz); and youngster 
David (Gulliver McGrath). 

Burton's trademark style 
is evident throughout, and 
watching Depp (excellent as 
usual) portray a blast-from- 
the-past vampire is enter- 
taining, at least. The film 
also boasts a nice perform- 
ance by Green and _ strong 
production values, like 
make-up and set design. 
And the filmmakers have 
some fun with the time peri- 
od, including a soundtrack 
with great music from the 
early "70s. 

At times the movie is 
amusing, and it looks great, 
but "Dark Shadows" is not 
the Depp/Burton duo’s best 
cinematic effort.

inquired about the possibility 
of a Reading pick up location 
with the Farmer Dave staff. 
There was interest, especially 
since we have a building, 
parking and a strategic loca- 
tion. 

“Within a few days Farmer 
Dave was here for a site visit. 
The next day our Outreach 
Committee enthusiastically 
endorsed the idea of being the 
Reading pick up site. 

“The following evening our 
Church Council, our decision 
making body, met and 
affirmed the proposal from 
the Outreach Committee. It 
took about a week for us to 
explore the idea, work out the 
proposal and make a decision. 
That kind of clear consensus 
decision making is energizing 
and exciting as we enter into 
a new adventure with such a 
positive spirit. Many people 
recognized that alive and 
vital churches are willing to 
serve the community in new 
ways, to meet the needs of 
people where they are, and to 
engage in creative action and 
conversation about important 
issues that strengthen our 
local community as well as 
sustain and care for the glob- 
al community. Faith and food 
go hand in hand. Sharing food 
has been at the center of the 
life of the faith community 
since the very beginning 
days.” 

“This was the first time we 
were approached about offer- 
ing our CSA in Reading,” said 
Farmer Dave. “It is a natural 
extension of the work we are 
doing. All of the vegetables in 
our CSA are grown in our 
fields in Dracut and 
Tewksbury. CSA members can 
not only pick up their weekly 
shares on the farm on Parker 
Rd in Dracut or on East 
Street in Tewksbury, but also 
at a partnering host organiza- 
tion's location in Lawrence, 
Burlington, Somerville, 
Boston, Malden, etc. To offer 
the CSA share of the harvest 
in Reading was not too diffi- 
cult since we were already 
going south on 93 in bringing 


the shares to several of our - 


other locations. 

“Dozens of families and 
individuals have already 
signed up for the season in 
Reading. We do have a maxi- 


_mum number of shares avail- 


able in Reading and we will 
probably approach the max in 
the next month. The positive 
response has been amazing. A 
handful of our members that 
were picking up at other loca- 
tions and live in Reading will 
now have to travel less to get 
their healthy and delicious 
food. I think word of mouth 
travels quickly in Reading 
since most of the members 
there are new members. 
There is an obvious desire for 
fresh, healthy local food.” 

In an effort to relieve 
hunger in the Reading area, 
Farmer Dave's will donate 
surplus produce to the 
Reading Food Pantry each 
week. CSA members, busi- 
nesses, religious organiza- 
tions, non-profits and individ- 
uals may also make donations 
to the Groundwork Share-A- 
Share program. Share-A- 
Share program funds will be 
used to subsidize CSA shares 
for households interested in 
the CSA and who would other- 
wise be unable to afford par- 
ticipation. 

“The Reading Food Pantry 
coordinators Charlotte Harlan 
and Phyllis Maxwell, and 
town Social Worker Marie 
Ammer, met with the Reading 
Clergy Association several 
days after Farmer Dave's 
visit,” said Rev. Smith- 
Rushton. “They presented an 
overview of the food pantry 
over the last few years and 
reported an increase in the 
number of persons served.

Pool 
safety 
basics 


Chances are that if you 
have a backyard pool, the 
cover is off and the filter is 
humming. Fun in the pool is 
easily achieved, but an 
enjoyable day can quickly 
turn sour if an accident 
occurs. 


Swimming is a popular 
pastime when it is hot out- 
side — providing good exer- 
cise and keeping you cool. 
However, on average 4,000 
water-related injuries occur 
every year. Many of them 
are related to swimming 
and boating. One in four 
fatal drownings is a child 
under the age of 14: 


Even non-fatal drownings 


can be dangerous. Brain 
damage can occur from 
when denied oxygen for pro- 
longed periods. That is why 
pool safety should be an 
utmost priority this season. 


* Set up barriers: A self- 
latching, four-sided isola- 
tion pool perimeter fence 
can prevent children from 
wandering into the. pool 
area, accidentally falling 
into an in-ground pool, or 
sealing the ladder of an 
above-ground pool. Aim for 
fences at least 4feet-high. 
When possible, ladders 
should be rémoved when the 
pool is not in use. 


* Remove enticing toys. 
Children may be drawn to 
floats or toys remaining in a 
pool. Take them out of the 
water when the pool is not 
being used. 


* Swim with a_ buddy. 
Everyone -- regardless of 
age -- should swim with 
someone else present in the 
pool. In case of an emer- 
gency the other person can 
call for help. 


* Children should always 
be monitored. Designate a 
responsible adult to watch 
children who are swim- 
ming. This person shouldn't 
be engaging in any distract- 
ing activities, such as talk- 
ing on the phone or brows- 
ing the Internet.
